CLAIM.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) : 

Remarkable allegations were made in an 
action brought for allegel] breach of promise 
of marriage by Hannah McNamara, a widow. 
of Crossbarry Upton, Co, Cork, against 

2h Moore, a farmer, of Castletown, Co. 
Cork. The plaintiff claimed £1,000 damages, 
Stating that in January of this year, the 
defendant and she verbally awreed to marry. 

1.2 defendant denied that he promised to 
marry the plaintiff, and pleaded that he was 
induced to make the promise to marry (if 
there were any promise) by duress on the 
part of the plaintiff and persors acting on 
her behalf. This allegation the plaintiff 
denied. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. Joseph A. 
McCarthy (instructed by Mr. James Neville) 
appeared for the plaintiff: and Mr. Rearden, 
K.C., and. Mr. Hungerford. (instructed by 
Mr. P. J. O'Driscoll) for the defendant, 

DIFFERENT RELIGION. 
_the plaintiff, in evidence, told of a visit 
which, she said, she and the defendant paid to 
a prisst’s house. The defendant wanted the 
priest's advice, and told the priest that 11 
she would accept money, he would give it to 
her, but she said that she did not want money. 

Ae defendant then ayreed to marry her, and 
the priest said that there would be a “ bit 
of bother,” as they were of different religions, 
and thag@fie would ‘have to give the defendant 
threey#¥eeks’ instructions before hé would 
take flim into the Church. 

Subsequently she went. with the defendant 
into a jeweller’s shop in Cork, where the 
defendant bought and gave to her a gold 
wedding ring, but. as she had no pocket she 
told him to keep it himself until they wanted 
it. In consequence of a. letter which she 
received she went to see the priest, and later 
a marriage was arranged, but the defendant 
did not carry out his promise. 

ALLEGED SUICIDE THREAT. 

In cross-examination the witness. said that 
she had been a servant in the house of the 
defendant s uncle, and was a widow with 
three children. She left her employment 
twice on account of the defendant's conduct. 
The defen nt never proposed marriage to 
her before last January. She denied that for 
a considerable time before January of this 
vear she had been “making up” to the 
def -ndant. When she got a letter with a 
dispensation from the priest she sent for the 
defendant. 

She denied that she told the defendant 
that, unless he married her, she would 
commit suicide. She also denied that she 
knew that revolvers were carried by two 
men—Coakley and Doolan—who, it was said, 
went bring the defendant to her cottage. 

Mr. Rearden—LTid you tell young Moore 
that it was well he came when the two boys 
went to fetch him because they had 
revolver: ?—No. 

You did not think these two men went to 
bring him back by main force if necessary ?— 
No. 

You did not think there would be any 
threats ?—There were no threats used to him. 
QUESTION OF A DISPENSATION, 
Mrs, Hurley, sister of the plaintiff, 
examined by Mr. Hungerford, deposed to an 
interview with Father Desmond in the 
priest’s house. The plaintiff, the defendant 
and his brother were also there: The de. 
fendant said that he would not marry if 
he had to turn Catholic, and Father Desmond 
then said that there should be a dispensation. 
The Rev. Patrick Desmond, P.P.; 
Innishannon, examined by Mr. Lynch, gave 
evidence regarding conversations in which 
he. explained that it would be necessary for 
the man to become a Catholic or to have a 
dispensation. The defendant agreed to be- 
come a Catholic. and the witness told him 
that he should get three weeks’ instruction. 
It was eventually arranged that the witness 
should apply for a dispensation, and that 
he did apply for and did get the dispensation. 
In the course of cross-examination by Mr. 
Rearden, the witness said that he had three 
interviews With the plaintiff and Mr. Moore 

on the subject of marriage. 


REVOLVER STORY DENIED. 

Thomas Coakley, a young man living in 
the same district as the plaintiff, stated in 
reply to Mr. Lynch, that on 21st January 
the plaintiff came to him for the first time 
about Joseph Moore. 

Replving to Mr. Rearden, he said that the 
plaintiff did not send him and the young 
man Doolan to where the defencant was 
living. It was Father Desmond who sent 
them. They went to ask Moore if he would 
marry Mrs. McNamara. He denied that he 
and Doolan had “ guns’’ when they went 
to see Moore. Moore said that he would 
settle the matter with money, but the wit- 
ness replied that Mrs. McNamara would have 
no money. It was a friendly interview. | 

Mr. Rearden—I put it to you that. you 
had this man reduced to a state of terror 
and fright before you induced him to go 
with you?—I do not think so; we just 
simply asked him. 

The witness further said that Moore was 
not compelled to come away with them. 

This closed the case for the plaintiff, 


PURCHASE OF WEDDING RING, 

Joseph Moore, . the defendant, was 
examined, and said that he was thirty years 
of age. He spoke of some conversation 
which. he said, he had had with the plaintiff 
in January last, and said that she tid }.m 
that she would “do away. with” her-. 
leelf if he did not marry her 
_.e told her that it would be better for 
them to get married than for her to commit 
suicide, and they went to see the: priest. 

The witness gave evidence of having bought 
a wedding ring in Cork on the 15th January, 
and of a visit with two brothers to the plain- 
tifi’s residence some days later, when, he 
said, hegtold her that they could not be 
married Sf the dispensation did not come, and 
asked her if money would settle the matter. 
She replied: “If money would settle your 
affairs, it would not settle mine.” 

The direct evidence of the defendant had 
not concluded when the Court adjourned until 


to-day. 


NURSES’ SALARIES. 


APPEAL BY DUBLIN 
CORPORATION. 


, MR. JUSTICE 

(BEFORE EON AND MR. JUSTICE 
VW URNAGHAN.) , 
The defendants in the case of Woods and 
others against the Corporation of Dublin and 
others appealed from the whole of the judg: 
ment of Mr. Justice Meredith, dated 17th 
July, 1929, in favour of the plaintiffs, except 
in so far as it allowed costs to the defendants, 
and sought an order in lieu thereof dismiss- 
ing the action, with costs, including the costs 
of this appeal. 
In tlle notion the plaintiffs, all mental 
hospital female nurses. and attendants, 
claimed a declaration that they .were entitled 
to remuneration on the basis of their contract 
of service. 
In his judgment Mr. Justice Meredith said 
that the plaintiffs were originally appointed 
under Section 84 of ths Local Government 
(Ireland) Act, 1898, or were deemed to have 
been so appointed on transfer under Section 
115. The section provided that every officer 
so appoir’ 4 should perform such duties and 
be paid such remuneration as the Council 
mic ‘ assign to them. The plaintiffs, he 
explained, claimed that since 1st April, 1926, 
they had not received the remuneration 
assigned to them by or under resolutions 
assed in the years 1920 and 1921 by the 
Joint Committee, through which the Council 
acted. The defendants relied on a resolution 
of the Joint Committee, dated 20th January, 
1926, reducing the then existing rate of pay 
as from the lst.of April following, and they 
further alleged that the plaintiffs agreed to 
the reduction and were bound by it. < 
‘The plaintiffs, however, contended’ that 
the resolution could not’. have effect 
against them, since they were entitled to 
receive the remuneration assigned to them, 
and that the Statute ars no powet to de- 
rive them of remuneration once ed. 
‘hey further contended that the resolution 
was invalid or inffectual on various technical 
piney" x they denied having agreed to 

accept the uction. —. i 

- Bhortly stated,” his lordship added, 
“my view of the, case is that there had, in 
point of fact, been an assignment of re-. 
muneration at the old rate for the ei 
subsequent to the Slst March, 1926; that no

REDUCTIONS ACCEPTED BY UNIONS, 
Opening the appeal, Mr, Fitzgerald ex- 
plained that the plaintiffs in the action*repre- 
sented about fifty or fifty-gne female nurses 
and attendants in Dublin City, Wicklow and 
Louth, and that the reduction in their re- 
muneration was made on the Ist of April, 
, pursuant to a resolution of the Joint 
Committee of the 20th January, 1926, which, 
they stated, was ineffective. The reduction 
was made after the Committee had received 
a letter from the Minister for Public Health, 
stating that the expenses of the institutions 
with respect to salary and pay had risen 
from something like £16.344 in the - year 
1913-14 to something like £74,544 in the year 
1923-24. 

He also explained that the pleadings in the 
action had been amended in the course of the 
trial of the action, and added that the reduc- 
tion in salary or pay had been accepted by 
the representative trades unions. 

He read the order of Mr. Justice Meredith, 
which stated that every one of the nurses 
was entitled to payment of the amount. of 
salary wrongly withheld from her by the 
defendants as from the .3lst March, 1926. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day. 


DUBLIN ALDERMAN’S 
ESTATE. 


A CLAIM FOR £21,000, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the matter of the estate of the late 
Alderman: Alfred Harris, Dublin, and of the 
will of Lewis Harris, in connection with 
which a sum of £21,000 is concerned, an 
application was made to strike out certain 
paragraphs in the defence to an action in 
which Walter W. Harris and William 
McMahon, as plaintiffs, claim against 8. D. 
Lambert and Alexander Field, as defendants, 
to be creditors of the estate of Alderman 
Alfred Harris, who died in 1921. The ques- 
tion at issue in the action was whether the 
debt was due or not. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., who, with Mr. Jellett, 
K.C.. and Mr. Kingsmill Moore {instructed 
by Messrs. Giltrap and Lambert), appeared 
for the defendants, in making an application 
for an extension of time to peruse the docu- 
ments in the case, explained that the plain- 
tiffs claimed to be trustees of the will of 
Lewis Harris, who died many years ago, and 
to be creditors of the estate of the late 
Alderman Alfred Harris, of Dublin, who died 
in 1921, in the sum of £21,000. The claim 
was made under a series of documents which 
were executed in 1915, after protracted nego- 
tiationus and a great deal of litigation. he 
sum in question was transferred, with certain 
securities, from the National Bank to the 
trustees of Lewis Harris, and as a con- 
sequence ghere was transferred to them any 
personal hiability on the part of Alderman 
Alfred Harris to the National Bank. Though 
the action was brought by the trustees under 
the terms of a settlement of 1915, the plain- 
tiffs contended that the disputed ‘debt was 
due by Alderman Alfred Harris and belonged 
to the plaintiff Walter Harris, who was solely 
and -beneficially interested in the estate. 

The defence, he said, was delivered as 
long ago as January, 1924. Shortly after- 
wards the plaintiffs asked for the particulars 
with which the presént action is concerned, 
and Alderman Harris's solicitor had died 
shortly before the completion of the docu- 
ments that were executed- in 1915. <A new 
motion “was instituted, and there was a 
counter-motion by the defendants for a 
further and a better discovery of documents. 
The motion was held over by the Court 
pending compliance with the order for the 
discovery of the additional particulars and 
documents. After four years some hundreds 
of additional documents in the case were 
disclosed, and those required to be carefully 
Be by counsel for the defendants, who 
iad no personal knowledge of the matters 
with which the action dealt until they got 
those materials to answer the particulars 
Age ) 

Mr. Overend,-K.C.. who. ‘with Mr. H. 
Poole (imstructed--by Mr. E. W. Harris), 
appeared for the plaintiffs, asked the Court 
to strike out two paragraphs in the defence 
which had been filed. 

Mr. Justice Mevredith- decided to adjourn 


the present sittings of the Court, the costs of 
the parties to the action to be costs in the 
cause.

DECISION AGAINST 
SUB-LETTING. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

The point whether a statutory tenant, 
under the Rent Acts, can sub-let the entire 
house and premises of which he is tenant was 
dealt with in a reserved judgment. 

The question arose in an action brought by 
Miss Annie Doyle, 30 Bolton street. against 
James Eady to reéover possession of No. 21 
St. Ignatius road, Drumeondra, held by him 
as tenant to the plaintiff. It appeared from 
| the evidence that the defendant had been 
tenant of the premises since 1912, under an 
i. “gs which did not prohibit sub-letting. 
[he tenanev in the house was determined by 
the plaintiff in 1924, and the defendant. re- 
mained on as tenant by virtué of the pro- 
visions of the Rent Acts. Later he purchased 
¢ house in Drumcondra road, and went to 
live there, and made a sub-letting of the 
entire house, 21 St. Ignatius road, to a Mrs. 

arrell at a rent of £1 per míonth, he himself 
paving to the landlord the rent of £2 10s. 6d. 

Judge Roche reviewed at length the pro- 
visions of the Rent Acts, and decided that 
the sub-lettimg was unlawful. The whole 
policy of the Acts, he said, was to protect 
‘»nants from hardship and capricious eviction. 
He did not think that it was ever intended 
to give a right to a tenant, whose only right 
lo retain possession was under and by virtue 
of the Rent Acts, to part with the possession 
of the house of which he was tenant by sub- 
letting or assigument, and, at the same time, 
claim title to the tenancy. In: the maze of 
eases which had arisen under the Rent Acts, 
he could not find that the particular point in 
this case ever arose for judicial decision. It 
was a new and novel point. He had come to 
the conclusion that the sub-létting could not 
stand, and he, accordingly, gave a decree for

Artificial Flowers, 


Looking at some artificial flowers in a 
shop window the other cay I was re- 


minded of an old Rabbinical nd. When 
ho Queen Ry was at’ court of 
olomon, s t many ways of testing 
his knowledge saa wisdom, but was never 
able to find him at fault. Annoyed at her 
lack of success, she ordered two wreaths of 
flowers to be made, one natural and the 
other the work of a cunning artisan. 
King Solomon was asked to decide which 
was the natural and which the artificial 
wreath, but as the Queen held the two of 
them, one in either hand, at a certain 
distance from the throne, this. was a 
dificult task, even for one who was 
familiar with all plants, “from the 
hyssop to the cedar.” For a time the wise 
monarch was puzzled, but looking round 
the hall, he observed a cluster of bees 
settling near one of the windows. He 
ordered the window to be opened at once.

Market Crosses. 


Most of the people who visit Glenda- 
lough have seen the fine cross that now 
stands in St. Kevin’s Kitchen, and have 
been told that it stood, originally, near 
to the site now occupied by the Roya! 
Hotel, and was the Market Cross. A 
writer on such matters savs. that these 
market crosses originated in places where 
there were monastic settlements, which 
would account for the presence of such a 
cross in Glendalough; and that they 
marked a central spot, where the monks 
took tolls and tithes from the farmer and 
his flock. The earliest form was a cross 
very much like the one in St. Kevin's 
Kitchen, but, in some cases, a covering 
was added; the market cross at Shrews- 
bury thus forms a shelter, beneath which 
a number of people may gather with th: 
produce they wish to sell. Other market 
crosses had small gilt turrets that moved 
with the wind. and glinted in the sunshine 
as they turned. 


Ghe Dyeing of Wool. 


An old woman, who had come from the 
County of Mayo to the City of Dublin to 
demonstrate her spinning at Ballsbridge, 
sprinkled “ sweet oil’’ upon the dyed 
wool before she teased it and handed it 
over for earding. She said that the wool 
would. have been quite impossible to 
handle without the addition of the oil— 
that in its dry state, after the dyeing 
process, it could not be teased or carded. 

The greonery-yallery wool she used had 
been dyed by means of boiled heather 
tops, the great advantage of this parti- 
cular dye being that it is not necesary to 
leave the wool in the liquid for more than 
a few moments. When asked about the 
indigo dye. she said that the wool must 
remain soaking in it for nearly three 
weeks if it is to obtain a really good blue. 
***Tis too slow for the women that’s goin’ 
now, the old spinner said; “ for they 
must have everythin’ done up in a slap. 
Very near three weeks th’ indigo do 
take,” she repeated; “ but, if it does 
itself, "tis worth it; for nothin’ is able to 
fade the blue.” 


Unusual Fi ish. 


I notice that the ‘‘Eat More Fish’’ 
campaign in England has been responsible 
for introducing several new varieties to 
the dinner-table. Many fish that used to 
be discarded from the trawl are now being 
used as food. Various “ flats,’” known in 
different places by different names, such 
as witches, megrims, rays, dorys, etc., are 
recommended as quite palatable. The sea- 
bream, much beloved by deep sea fisher- 
men, is also coming into favour. This fish 
was at one time very popular on the 
Donegal seaboard, and a row of bream or 
“ braziers,’’ as they were called, suspended 
from the rafters of a farm-house kitchen 
was a common sight. Some of the other 
varieties mentioned as being quite good to 
eat are ling, saithe or coal-fish, gurnard, 
and torsk. Ling is familiar eneugh in 
Dublin, but I should draw the line at 
cat-fish, which is also recommended, and 
dog-fish. Most medical students will

| A Dublin Actor. 


I am interested to see that the name of 
an actor, who was at one time very 
rominent in Dublin, is in the cast for 
Mr. J. T. Grein’s forthcoming production 
of Sudermann’s “ Magda ” at the New 
Theatre, London, this week. This is 
Mr. W. Earle Grey, who played in a 
large number of productions as an 
amateur here, and for a time was a 
member of the Abbey Theatres Company, 
but departed from the city on adopt- 
ing the sta as his profession. sa 
was for a lon; time one cf the out- 
standing members of the Dublin Branch 
of the British Empire Shakespeare 
Society, taking part in its readings and 
productions, and, at a later stage of his 
career, was a brilliant Dubedat in the 
Abbey Theatre's production of “The 
Doctor’s Dilemma.”’ 

After his departure from Dublin, Mr. 
Grey spent several years in touring the 
English provincial cities in many 
ephemeral plays, and then for some time 
he was a member of Mr. J. B. Fagan’s 
Repertory (Company at Oxford. About 
four years ago he visited Dublin for a 
season, producing a series of plays at the 
Abbey Theatre during the early summer. 
Then his name ceased to figure in the 
theatrical news for a few years, until it 
reappears now as a member of the 
brilliant cast that Mr. Grein has gathered 
for his “‘Magda’’ in English. This 
play of Sudermann’s is much more highly 
rated, and more popular as a box-office 
“ draw.” in the United States than in 
England, but just now it seems to be 
attractive in its original German and in 
English. 


Dublin Graduate’s Appointment. 


Mr. John William Holmes, who has 
just been appointed to the Headmaster- 
ship of Atherstone (Warwickshire)

The golden blossoms of the gorse have 
limned the hillsides in a blaze of glory. 
Linneus first saw its blooms on Putney 
Heath, and the famous bctanist fell on 
his knees, and gave thanks to God for 
creating such a wonderful plant. Later 


he brought some plants to his native 
Sweden, but they did not thrive in the 
climate, much to his disappointinent. 


The gorse was once responatble for 
playing a pretty.trick on me. One 


summer day I was blissfully dozing on a 
sun-bathed commons when I heard a faint 


noise like that of firing a pop-gun. My 
mind must. have been sub-consciously 
straying to Barrie’s phantasies; for I at 
once connected the sound to the discharg- 
ing of these toys by the fairies. I dis- 
covered, however, that it was merely the 
cracking of the seed capsules of the gorse, 
one of nature's perfect devices for the 
propagation of the species. 


A  Little-known Crop. 


It is not generally known that the 
gorse can be of use to farmers, or that 
it has a food value for cattle exceeding 
that of carrots, swedes or turnips. In 
some parts of Ireland and Wales the plant 
is cultivated for fodder with great success, 
and occasionally the gorse is valued like 
the other crops when a tenant leaves 
his farm. 

Gorse is generally cut with a hook, or 
slasher, during the winter months, and. 
after chaffing, is fed to the cattle, mixed 
with either hay or roots. The crop is 
only fed to adult stock, such as dairy 
cows or horses, which become verv fond 
of it. It also possesses medicinal pro- 
perties for cattle, and is used extensively 
in the reclamation of land. There is no 
doubt that its cultivation could be 
profitably extended in rough mountainous 
districts in this country.

‘battery will be used in final experiments 
with road vehicles, and, possibly railway 


will fill the title réle in the respective pro- 
ductions. Is it not to be regretted that 
Dublin in recent years has not been, as 
heretofore, favoured by visits from the 
London cast of the more important ; ro- 
ductions? The Great War was undoubtedly 
responsible in the first instance, and since 
then the extremely high cost of travel and 
increased salaries to artistes and the limited 


capacity of the Gaiety Theatre have rendered 


it almost impossible for such companies to 
come. 

It is common knowledge that for some 
years back the Dublin Theatres Co., Lid., 
have not given the Theatre Royal for such 
productions and have preferred to keep it 
as a hippodrome. It is now stated that they 
propose to use it in part as a cinema. Had 
they given more consideration to the Dublin 
pub 's love of the arts, they and the public 
would probably have been the happier to- 
theatre-goers will remember 
that, prior to the Great War and subsequent 
increased costs, Dublin had every year, at 
regular seasons, visits from the Carl Rosa 
(four weeks), English opera; Sir Augustus 
Harris, Italian opera; the Tearles, Benson, 
Tree and Forbes Robertson, Shakespearian ; 
Compton, Wyndham and Terry, old Enelish 
comedy ; D’Oyly Carte and George Edwardes, 
light opera; with occasional visitors such as 
Sir Henry Irving, Louis Calvert, J. L. Toole, 
etc., and in all cases the full London cast; 
and they always played to full houses. It 
was evident from the recent visit of Sir 
Frank Benson that the Dublin artistic taste 
is not dead, but that no effort is made to 
cater for it. 

We have in Dublin to-day two cinemas 
with a 3,000 capacity, and abont twenty 
smaller. Surely the Dublin Theatres Com. 
pany have a duty to perform to the public. 
If they find that a change must be made, 
would it not be wiser to convert the Gaiety 
and restore the Royal to its original purpose, 
and thereby render it possible for really 
high-class productions to come to Dublin? 
I may suggest that it is useless to say that 
Dublin will not surmort such. If you serve

Playgrounds for Children. 
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From OUR Spectat CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Menday. 

HE Northern Government has decided 

to make certain concessions to the 
Roman Catholic Church in connection 
with the Education Amending Bill now 
before Parliament. It will be recalled 
that the Prime Minister promised the com- 
bined Protestant Churches and the Orange 
Grand Lodge of Belfast that he would in- 


troduce the new measure, so that their} 


interests might be protected, and the bill 
was drafted with that object in view. The 
representatives of the Roman Catholi> 
Churcl., however, assert that their claims 
to consideration have been ignored. They 
demand that they shall have control in 
the elementary schools of everything deal- 
ing with religious teaching, even the 
appointment of the teachers; and this 1s 
the difficulty which apparently cannot be 
overcome. 

Since the Roman Catholic Bishop of 
Down and Connor explained the position 
from the point of view of his Church, 
rumours of a compromise have been in the 
air, and these were confirmed by Lord 
Craigavon in his speech to the Orange- 
men of Warrenpoint during the week-end. 
The Premiec, having pointed out that the 
IJ]ster system of education was infinitely 
more generous to Roman Catholics than 
any other system, either inside or outside 
the Empire, went on to say that, in order 
to promote peace and harmony which 
were so necessary to the welfare of the 
people, the Government had decided to 
make grants up to fifty per cent. of the 
expenditure in the building or extension 
of schools, paid directly to the managers 
by the Ministry of Education. In other 
words, building grants will be made for 
voluntary schools, whether Roman 
Catholic or Protestant, free from public 
control. 

This represents a very great departure 
from the provisions of the origing! Educa- 


tion Act; but according to Nationalist, 


opinion it is not likely to prove accept- 
able. One of the essential demands is 
that the Roman Catholic authorities 
shall have complete control in the selec- 
tion of teachers; for they state that the 
‘simple Bible teaching ’’ which satisfies 
the Protestant conscience does not satisfy 
the Roman Catholic conscience. This 
aspect of the question was not touched 
upon by the Prime Minister; but, if the 
demands which have come from all sides 
were granted, the Londonderry Act mig! 
as well be torn up altogether and a return 
made to the old managerial system. The 
bill will enter upon its Committee stage in 
the House of Commons on Tuesday, and 
the debates, in view of recent events, 
should be of more than ordinary interest. 


RED-LETTER WEEK. 


This is a red-letter week in Belfast. The 
city is gay with bunting, and flags of the 
Empire are to be seen everywhere, while 
the shops vie in picturesque, but practical, 
window display. Empire Week has com- 
menced, and this morning the inaugural 
ceremony took place in front of the City 
Hall, in the presence of a large gathering 
of citizens. In the afternoon the exhibi- 
tion arranged by the Empire Marketing 
Board was opened in the Ulster Hall, 
where products from the homeland and 
the Dominions were artistically staged. 
Housewives will be interested in the 
demonstration kitchen, where experts give 
lessons daily on the preparation of Empire 
foods for the table. Various receptions 
and dances have been arranged, including 
a garden party at Stormont Castle by the 
Government, and on Friday the great 
parade of British industry will take 
place. 

The ‘“‘ week”? will conclude on Satur- 
day with a grand imperial procession, 
when detachments of all the fighting 
fortes, together with members of young 
people’s organisations, will march through 
the city. All places of amusement are 
co-operating with the movement, and only 
British pictures will be shown in the 
cinemas. The judges in the window- 
dressing competition for a hundred-guinea 
cup are not to be envied their task of 
picking out the winner, as there are 
dazzling displays in many establishments, 
and the originality and ingenuity shown 
in many cases make one sympathise with 
those who will have to be passed over 
when the award is made. 


VISIT OF SOUTHERN BISHOPS. 


In one of the poorer districts in East 
Belfast a few days ago the inaugural 
meeting of the Southern Mission of the 
Church of Ireland in the Ballymacarrett 
Parish was held. The opening ceremony 
took place in a little hall at the foot of 


Memel street, and three Southern bishops 
came to grace the occasion. The Bishop of 
Down and the Dean of Belfast were also 
present, as well as many of the local 
clergy. It seemed strange to see so many 
high dignitaries of the Church gathered 
together under such a humble roof, but 
there was an absence of formality, and 
the proceedings were of the happiest 
nature. | 

The Southern bishops present were the 
Bishop of Meath, the Bishop of Cashel 
and the Bishop of Killaloe, and they all 
spoke and urged the unity of the Church, 
North and South, which no political con- 
siderations could sunder. A tribute was 
paid to the work of the Trinity College 
Mission in the Shankill area. The Rev. 
i. A. Peacecke, son of the Bishop of 
Derry, is in charge of this Mission. 


TEST FOR SHAMROCK V. 


At the regatta of the Royal Ulster 
Yacht Club, to be held at Bangor on 
20th June, a special race has been 
arranged to give Shamrock V., the chal- 
lenger for the America Cup, an oppor- 
tunity of testing her sailing qualities 
un¢e-r conditions simi':r to those in one 
of the events for the coveted trophy. The 
course will be 15 miles to windward, or 
leeward, and return, so as to give a dead 
beat and free run, and as the chal 
lenger will have several of the famous 
“ bie class” competing against her, the 
result should give some indication of her 
chances on the other side of the Atlantic 
next September. i 

A large influx of tourists is expected on 
the occasion, including many leading 
vachtsmen from across the Channel, and 
there will, of course, be a big gathering 
of Irish sailing men. At the conclusion 
of the regatta Shamrock V. will return 
to the ‘h of England to get into trim 
for her voyage across the ocean. She 
will nct compete in the “Clyde Fort- 
night’? events. Races have also been 
arranged for all the classes on Belfast 
Lough, and on Monday, 23rd June, a 
race for yachts of eight tons and over 
will be sailed from Bangor to Hunters’ 
quay, in conjunction with the Clyde 
Cruising Club. Racing at Cultra begins 
on the 17th inst., and at Bangor on the 
24th inst. . 


DREAMS COMING TRUE. 


The dreams of hundreds and hundreds 
of children in the back streets of Belfast 
for happier times are about to come true, 
as two new playgrounds are to be opened 
this week—one off North Queen street and 
the other at Boundary street. When 
alterations were being made to North 
Queen street, so that it could continue 
through to New North Queen street, few 
people thought that the r children in 
that neighbourhood would benefit by tho 
work. However, it was found that tho 
new street would cut into premises belong- 
ing to the building firm of Messrs. 
McLaughlin and Harvey, to which tae 
builders cordially agreed, and the detached 
area left by this deviation has been turned 
into a playground. The Carnegie Trustees 
have granted a sum of £500, to be spent 


equally between this plot and the Boundary 


street area. i

EXHIBITION OF 
DRAWINGS. 


A DUBLIN SCHOOL OF 
ARCHITECTURE. 


— > —-— 


_ An exhibition of students’ drawings made 
in the School of Architecture connected with 
University College, Dublin, was opened yes- 
terday. The exhibition represents the work 
of students of the first, second, third, fourth 
anu fifth years, and will be open during the 
present week to all architects and others 
interested. Last week it was inspected by 
the Visiting Committee of the Board of 
Education, London, who were very favour- 
ably impressed by the quality of the work. 
The drawings illustrate the work of the 
several years, from the first to the fifth, 
inclusive. In the first year the student does 
simple exercises in architectural drawing, 1s 
t-ught how to measure from actual build- 


ings objects of architectural character and | 


value, such as Georgian mantelpieces, door- 
ways, etc.; he draws the classical ‘‘ Orders 
oi Architecture,’” and during the summer 
vacation measures and draws portions of a 
building of historic and architectural im- 
portance, thus studying and preserving the 
architectural tradition of the country. At 
the same time he carries on the mathematical 
and scientific side of his training, including 
geometry, and attends the School of Art, 
where object and memory drawing is taught. 
Some of the first year drawings are remark- 
ably good for such junior students, 

In the second, third and fourth years the 
courses are similar, but more varied and 
extensive. In the second year simple subjects 
of design and construction are studied, and 
the vacation measured work on important 
Dublin buildings is done on a larger scale: 
last year. for instance, the Bluecoat Hospital 
was measured and drawn. Among the other 
buildings of which measured drawings were 
made, and a selection of which is on exhibi- 
tion, are the Office of Arms, the Post Office, 
Custom House, Powerscourt House, etc. In 
this way a collection of measured drawings 
of important Dublin buildings is being ac- 
cumulated, and will be very valuable for 
future. reference. This measured work 
reaches a high level of quality. Last summer 
the executors of the late Mr. J. Kerner- 
Greenw 


ings and a specification for a building 
of importance designed by himself, and the 
drawings exhibited represent an linmense 
amount of work, the intention being to 
test the student’s capacity to design a build- 
ing of definite importance. Last year the 
subject was ‘‘A Town Hall and Municipal 
Building’; this year it will be “A Gallery 
of Modern Art for Dublin.” Portion of the 
last two years are spent in the office of a 
practising architect. i : 

The courses of study, which are carried on 
in agreement with the Royal Institute of the 
Architects of Ireland, are three in number— 
the degree course of five years, leading to the 
degree of B.Arch.; the certificate course, 
which is similar, but intended for those 
students who do not matriculate, and is of 
four years’ duration ; also a course for extern 
students who are already in offices, and whic!: 
is a modification of those outlined. The 
system of architectural training in schools has 
in other countries almost entirely superseded 
the old system of pupilage in offices, and it 
is confidently expected that within a short 
period of time the apprenticeship system will 
have ceased in this country also.

The second ideal of authority is that of the 
Anglican Church. It appeals to the Holv 
Seriptures, and the witness of the early 
Church, and in its work of interpretation 
includes the solid strength of all sound 
learnings, and that is essential to our appeal. 
For a new world has dawned upon us. 
Astronomy and physics are unveiling a uni- 
verse unknown to our fathers. Comparative 
religion and psychology lend their witness 
alongside the higher criticism. Philosophy is 
producing an atmosphere wherein Christian 
thought may function; and, above all, a now 
historic sense has been widely developed in 
all fields of knowledge, among the greatest 
teachers of the day. And all this new léarn- 
ing forbids us to sleep on the pillows of 
medieval formularies, or to well are pious 
opinion into the region of ascertained fact. 
We have, I believe, a sounder method oi 
interpretation. It is the way of the New 
Testament. Our Lord was averse to the 
dogmatic method. He gave us great ethical 
principles, which have ever since ruled the 
conscience of Christendom; but He pro 
pounded no dogmatic solvent of theologica: 
difficulties. He replied to many questions in 
such a way as to make men think more 
deeply, so as to bring out the best that their 
minds could give. 

WAY OF THE EARLY CHURCH. 

Again, St. Paul's appeal to the reason and 
conscience of men is ceaseless and insistent, 
and the way of the New Testament is the 
way of the early Church. The period of 
greatest ecclesiastical controversy was during 
the first two centuries, when the varied ques- 
tions ranging round the term Gnosticism 
were considered and settled by the Church, 
under the guidance of God's spirit, by an 
appeal to Holy Writ, without the assistance 
of Pope or Council. 

There is, indeed, a certain type of mind in 
every age craving for certainty and intel- 
lectual anchorage, craving for deliverance 
from grave questionings, and such a mind 
will gravitate towards Rome. There it will 


| certainly find a chair of oracular dogmatisa- 


tion, not discernible nor discoverable else- 
where. But we have good reason to believe 
that such a simplification of religious diffi- 
culties is but a short cut, and an ignoble one, 
albeit attractive to certain minds. It has 
the manifest drawback of being a mode of 
simplifying the difficulties of the faith un- 
known to the early Church. 


MODERNISM. 

And if men ask, as they often do, ‘* What 
about the Modernist?’’ Well, plainly, there 
are certain teachers and preachers who go out- 
side the limits imposed by the official 
authority of the Chureh, and such men the 
Church tolerates at the present juncture; but 
even if their opinions, or their alleged 
opinions, are often loudly trumpeted in the 
daily Press, we are not to assume that they 
are generally representative of the mind of 
the whole Church. An individual Modernist, 
in so far as he departs from the official teach- 
ing of the Church, speaks for himself, and 
for himself alone. In any case, as the history 
of the last fifty years clearly proves, heresy- 
hunting is no cure for the incidental risks of 
fxee investigation. “Let us, instead of dis- 
trusting any teaching by those who are 
labelled. or libelled, “ Modernist ’’—let ns, 
instead of identifying the new learning with 
heresy, rather trust more deeply, more 
definitely on the guidance of the Holy Spirit 
for the Church. 

If, for instance, at any time any particular 
phase of Modernism is plainly subversive of 
the whole content of the Church's faith, then 
it will come to nought. And if it be reconcil- 
able with that, then it will prove to be but 
a fresh interpretation of the Truth, which 
moves precisely because it lives. 

Modernism is, from one standyoint, the 
price which we pay for freedom, and it is 
partly, at least. due to the labours of those 
who are called Modernists that the Anglican 
Church is in the very front of the 
best British scholarship and thought of 
to-day. That cannot be said of Rone 
She has produced many great saints and 
manv illustrious scholars, but in the realm 
of Riblical scholars*ip and criticism rhe is 
cribbed, cahined and confined. (Von Hugel

HERITAGE OF FREEDOM. 

Let us, then, rejoive in this heritage of 
freedom, which is our birthright from the 
Reformation, and let us thank God for the 
marvellous expansiveness of the Anglican 
communion. She has her faults and her 
difficulties; what Church has not?—but she 
has great and glorious possibilities of heroic 
ouest. She may prove to be what Bishop 
Lightfoot hoped she would be—a rallying 
point for the divided forces of Christendom. 
However that may be, she now fearlessly 
faces fresh aspects of the truth; she stands 
four-square to every wind that blows, and a 
Church which hates a lie and earnestly pur- 
sues the truth is never far from the: guidance 
of the Spirit of God. 

And if the question be asked—‘‘ Is this 
appeal to the new leurning to go on for ever, 
is there no finality about it?” the answer 
is plain: it must always go on. As long as 
there is fresh learning, there must be fresh 
investigation of its meaning and its worth 
How should there be finality in the Finite’s 
apprehension of the Infinite? The Anglican 
Church possesses and teaches the Gospel of 
Christ in all its fulness, and puts in the very 
forefront of her teaching, as the early Church 
did, the great facts of our Lord’s life—His 
incarnation, His death, His resurrection; but 
she does not, and cannot. claim to possess a 
final and unalterable intellectual apprehen- 
sion of all the deductions from those facts in 
which all future ages must agree. And this 
Is only to re-echo the words of a great teacher 
of many, Dr. Salmon, who affirms that the 
teaching of the Church is God’s appointed 
means for the salvation of mankind. “But,” 
he adds, ‘‘the confidence with which we can 
trust such teaching is altogether proportionate 
to its willingness to submit to correction, its 
willingness to correct, its willingness to face 
fresh facts.” That is the Anglican way, the 
middle way if you wil] take it, and it is, ! 
believe, the way which the passing years will 
verify as being the way of wisdom. 

I have tried during the year in which the 
Lambeth Conference meets to indicate the 
position of the Anglican Church in its wit- 
ness to the truths of the Gospel, which are 
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The Civil Service (Compensation) Board, at 
their sitting in Dublin yesterday, heard legal

J. Locke, Postmaster, Belturbet, who asked 
for permission to retire under Article X. of 
the Treaty, in consequence of the introduc- 
tion of Irish as an essential qualification for 
Postinastership. 

Evidence was given on the 28th ulto to the 
effect that the fact that he did not know 
Irish was a bar to promotion, and that the 
introduction of that qualification had changod 
the conditions of service. 

THE APPLICANT'S CONTENTION. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C. 
Coulter, solicitor), for the applicant, cun- 
tended that once the Free State Government 
took the officers over from the British, the 
conditions of service and the tenure of office 
were to be the same as under the British 
Government : that was, that the officers’ posi- 
lion was not to be interfered with in auy 
way that would be to their detriment, and 
that they would have what was called an 
equal share in the rights of promotion. That 
was a condition of employment, so was super- 
annuation, and if any efficiency bar to pro- 
motion was introduced, which would stop tie 
increment of salary, and possible promotion, 
it interfered with the officers’ conditions of 
service This, he submitted. was contrary 
to the section, for the introduction of Irish 
as an efficiency bar changed the conditions of 
service. 

One of the inducements held out in the 
Post Office service was the prospect of pro- 
motion, and if conditions were imposed as to 
the acceptance of promotion which did not 
exist under the British Government they in- 
terfered with the conditions of service. - 

_ THE QUESTION OF TENURE. 

Counsel then dealt with the question of 
tenure, and said that in the absence of mis- 
conduct an officer was entitled to super- 
annuation based on increments of salary and 
promotion. Though not entitled to promotion 
as a right, the officer was entitled to the 
ordinary chances of promotion in the service, 
and if he got that promotion, he was entitled 
to the salary and superannuation based on it. 
If conditions were made to deprive an officer 
of these opportunities, the conditions of ser- 
vice were changed, and he submitted that 
they were changed in Mr. Locke’s case by 
the introduction of Irish. 

REPLY FOR MINISTRY, 

Mr. Lavery, K.C. (with whom was Mr 
Finlay), for the Ministry of Finance, said 
that Section 14 of the 1929 Act gave them 
rights which were quite different from the 
us which were given by the Treaty. Any 
ofhcer who entered the service of the Saorstat 
was subject to the conditions of service in 
every way. Certain rights were given undes 
that section to officers who transferred from 
the old service, but, having entered the new 
service, these rights must be measured by an 
exact examination of the section, and he sug- 
gested that they should be given a 
nairow interpretation, so that any rights 
given them should not interfere with the 
administration of the service. If those rights 
were pushed too far it would make the ad- 
ministration of the service impossible. They 
had a very good example of it in the proposi- 
tion before them, made by Mr. Locke. If 
Section 14 was to be so widely construed 
as the applicant sought, it was difficult to 
see how the Civil Service of the State was 
to be maintained or controlled. He did not 
know the percentage of transferred officers, 
but he imagined that it would be very con- 
siderable, and if all these persons were to be 
given the very drastic rights and remedies 
suggested by the applicant, it would make 
the administration of the Service impossible. 
Section 14 measured the rights of these officers 
very carefully. 

Continuing, he said that promotion was to 
be by merit, and every qualification of a man 
should be considered Officers had no claim 
to promotion, and that was not a condition of 
service. 

Irish had been prescribed as a necessary 
qualification for certain postmasterships, and 
Mr. Lecke said that, that having been done, 
his prospects of fromotion had gone, and 
that that was a change of conditions. One 
might as well say that a telegraphist’s cond. 
tions of service had been changed, if a new 
instrument had been introduced to make the 
service more efficient. 

Judgment was reserved. 


CLAIMS DETERMINED. 


The number of claims under Article X. of 
the Treaty heard and determined by the Civil 
Service (Compensation) Board up to date is 
555. Of these, 292 were allowed, 195 were 
rejected, and 66 were withdrawn, In over 
47 per cent of the total number of cases, 
therefore, no compensation will be payable 
under Article X.

OPENING OF BY-PASS 
ROAD TO BALLYMUN. 


—— 


A large number of local residents, civic 
officials, and a few clergymen attended the 
ceremony of formally declaring o the new 
by-pass road, which runs from Botanic road 
across Botanic avenue to Ballymun road, 
which was performed by Mr, Mulcahy, 
Minister for Local Government and Fublic 
Health. 

Mr. Seamus Murphy, one of the City Com 
missioners, who presided, said that this new 
road. completed one of the main thorouga- 
fares of the city’s centre, on the line Church 
street, Constitution Hill, Phibsborough and 
Botanic road. ‘This road would be regarded 
as a very important contribution to town. 
planning, and it was important to note that 
it was formed on the suggestion of Professor 
Abercrombie, the well-known town-planning 
expert. It might also be considered as a 
contribution to the easing of traffic difficulties, 
whiJe, at the same time, jt opened up a large 
area for building purposes. Professor Aber- 
crombie, said Mr. Murphy, was of opinion 
that the widening of the. existing winding 
way through Glasnevin village would not 
only be an expensive undertaking, but wouid 
destroy the natural charm of that old village. 
The new road would now form.the western 
boundary of the Marino-Drumcondra housing 
area, of which Malahide road would form the 
eastern boundary. Linking these two arterial 
thoroughfares is the new Griffith avenue, one 
hundred feet in width, and 3,056 yards in 
length, and forming Dublin’s first boulevard, 
named after Arthur Griffith, who lived for 
manv years in the neighbouring district of 
Clontarf. 

Mr. Murphy gave particulars of the 
materials used in the construction of the road, 
and of the acquisition of the land, etc. 

MOBHI ROAD. 

Mr. Mulcahy said that he had much 
pleasure in coming to open this new road, 
which was to be known as Mobhi road. 
Mobhi being the name of a saint who lived, 
in that neighbourhood some fourteen hun- 
dred years ago, when enly fifty-six small 
huts and the saint’s oratory were the centre 
from which the light and learning of Chris- 
tianity was spread over a great part of this 
country. Many men who were distinguished 
as Irish saints had studied under St; Mobhi, 
and it was very appropriate that this new 
road should be named after him. He was a 
great schoolmaster, and his example had 
strengthened the spirit and the faith of 
those who went forth to preach the Gospel 
in many parts of the Continent. Mobhi, 
said Mr. Mulcahy, was born of a dead 
woman, and to-day, so far as the ordinary 
life of the people was concerned, the. Irish 
language was dead. But they had here, 
close by, Kevin's College and Mobhi’s Col- 
lege, in which the Irish language was being 
brought back as the educational medium of 
the people; as the language and expression 
of the daily existence of the students. They 
were watching with great faith and hope the 
flowering and the success of that work. 
When they had the name of St. Mobhi be- 
fore them every day they need not despair 
of the Irish language in the streets of Glas- 
nevin. (Applause. ) 

Mr. Mulcahy then cut the tape which 
crossed the roadway, and, in declaring the 
read opén, said: ‘‘ We beg a blessing on 
the people who walk this road and on their 
work.” 

On the motion of Mr. T, K. White, Chair. 
man of the Glasnevin and Whitehall Resi- 
dents’ Association, seconded by Mr. James 
Halligan, and supported by Mr. Shaw, a 
vote of thanks was given to Mr. Mulcahy.

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THE POPE AND ART. 
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MODERN 
Revutrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
VATICAN CITY, Monday. 
The Pope to-day, on the occasion 
of the reading of decrees 
the miracles of the Canadian martyrs 
and of Lucia Philippini, founder of 
the Order of Philippine Sisters, who 
will be Canonised in June, delivered 
an address, in which he said that 
he considered it opportune to speak 
of education, which was so high a 
function of the Church, and to which 
Lucia Philippini had dedicated her life.

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OBITUARY. 
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MR. JOHN WHEATLEY. 

Mr. John Wheatley, M.P. for Shettleston, 
died in Glasgow at i1.20 last night. Mr. 
Wheatley, who became Minister of Health 
in the sirst Labour Government, lived for 
vears with ten other people in a single- 
roomed apartment in Lanarkshire. He came 
of humble stock. His father and mother, 
Jhomas and Johanna Wheatley, were both of 
the Irish labouring class. Young Wheatley 
had a passion for politics, and the appaling 
conditions which he saw about him seemed to 
sear his soul. Perhaps that was why he was 
once described as “the most formidable 
revolutionary in this country.” 

Mr. Wheatley was born on May 18th, 1869. 
tle had few, if any opportunities for educa- 
tion. He attended village schools in Lanark- 
‘shire, but had to commence work in the 
mines before he reached his ‘teens. In 1912 
he was elected on the Glasgow City 
Council, was made a Baillie, and acted 
as the leader of the Labour group. He was a 
leading figure in the rent strike of 1920, 
He avas elected member of Parliament for 
the {thettleston Division in 1922, and when the 
Labour Party took office two years later, he 
became Minister of Health.

ROAD TRAFFIC PROBLEM. 

In a lecture given at the GALWAY 
Chamber of Commerce on ‘The Traffic 
Problem,”” General W. R. E. Murphy, 
Assistant-Commissioner, Civic Guard, saia 
that the form of transport that had most 
rapidly developed was ‘bus services. Since 
November, 1927, the Civic Guard had 
organiséd, and had in working, a scheme of 
control whereby 'bus traffic on- every iong 
distance route, and the principal short 
distances, was controlled on some portion of 
the journey every day in the year. With 
the increase in motor traffic there was, in 
recent years, an alarmingly large increase 
in road accideuts. The traffic death-rate in 
Dublin was 150 per million inhabitants, as 
against 100 in Paris, 120 in Glasgow, and 
250 in London. There was pressing need for 
new - legislation regarding traffic, and the 
codification of the present laws and regula- 
iions.

A Business Plan. 


The Free State trade returns for the 
first three months of the present year con- 
tain some encouraging features, Exports 
gradually are bridging the great gulf that 
has been set between them and imports, 
with the result that the adverse balance of 
trade against the Saorstdt is becoming 
smaller. On March 31st the excess of im- 
ports over exports for the twelve months 
amounted to £11,766,000—a figure alarm- 
ing enough in. itself, but much less 
alarming than the adverse balance ‘for 
Up to a certain point the 
excess of imports over exports in the 
Free State is balanced by “ invisible ” 
items of trade.

Against. these revenues must be set “ in- 
visible ” imports—namely, sums spent by 
Free State citizens abroad, and moneys 
which leave the country in the shape of 
shipping freights, insurances and the like. 
On balance, the Free State’s 
‘invisible ” trade shows a surplus in the 
‘country’s favour, and the real adversé 
balance—which must be covered sooner or 
later by inroads into capital—is substan- 
tially smaller than it seems to be on 
paper. In the old days of British rule, 
when North and South were united for 
trade purposes, the country consistently 
had a favourable balance of trade. Heavy 
reserves were built up during those 
halcyon years, and thoy are being used 
now to meet existing deficits. 

The division of this little island into two 
parts—the one industrial, the other agri- 
cultural—shattered the economic develop- 
ment of centuries. Furthermore, it 
duplicated administrative and other ex- 
penses, with the result that living costs 
increased in both States, and each, in its 
isolation from the other, became consider- 
ably poorer than it had been under the 
union. Northern Ireland, wisely enough, 
refused to relinquish her hold on the 
British Treasury, but the Free State is 
forced to stand on her own financial legs. 
She has sought to redress her adverse 
balance by means of tariffs; but the 
results have been negligible. A certain 
amount of employment has been given 
at the cost of the general tax- 
payer, but the volume of value of im- 
ports has not been reduced sufficiently to 
make any real difference to the trade 
figures. Tariffs in the Free State. in- 
evitably are directed against Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland—her two best 
customers. All trade is reciprocal, and 
the mere fact that the Free State is trying 
to restrict her purchases from her neighi- 
bours must have an adverse efféct on their 
purchases of Free State goods. The only 
way in which the adverse balance can be

upolished is by a heavy increase in ex- 


ports. In other words, Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland must be induced to buy 
more Free State produce. : 

There is no doubt that the Free State's 
exports ean be increased—indeed, there is 
virtually no limit to their potential ex. 
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Britain with only a fraction of her food 
stuffs, and, if the demand for Free State 
‘produce could be increased in the British 
market, exports ‘quickly would expand. 
The key to the problem lies in some 
measure of free trade between the 
Free State and the neighbouring island. 
At present Britain does ‘not tax 
food-stuffs; but after the next general 
‘election there may be a very different 
story to tell, In the meanwhile, by the 
grant of enhanced preferences for imports 
from Great Britain, the Free. State 
Government could create a more 
sympathetic feeling in the British market, 
and thus could take advantage of that 
moral preference which is stronger than 
any form of fiscal arrangement. At present 
the Free State allows the ordinary prefer- 
ences on British goods, Why. should 
these preferences not be doubled? The 
effect of such a decision on British opinion 
would be immediate. Denmark already 
has taken a like step, with the result that 
‘Danish goods have become very popular 
in Britain’s working-class areas, Even 
if there never should be a tax on food in 
Britain, we are convinced that nothing 
but. good could result from a breach in 
the Free State’s tariff wall in her favour. 
From the lowest point of ‘view, such a step 
might be regarded as the staking out of a 
claim against an eventual change in 
Britain’s fiscal policy, From,a higher 
standpoint, it might be regarded as a lead 


closer relations within the Empire. In 
either case it would be good business. 


Indian Affairs. 


The arrest of Abbas Tyabji, Gandhi's 
elderly successor, at the start of his pro- 
jected raid oa the salt works at Dhar- 
sana is a consistent move in the Govern- 
ment’s policy. When the Mahatma at 
Dandi inaugurated his civil disobedience 
campaign, authority at Delhi wisely 
decided to avoid any symptom of precipi- 
tate repression. Gandhi, who had hoped 
to be incarcerated at the outset—a visible 
martyr to the cause of Indian independ- 
ence—found himself without sacrificial 
honour and with few plans on the shores 
of Gujerat. The idealist was forced into 
the position of the man of action, with 
the result that a lop-sided logic made him 
seek arrest at all costs. Later, when the 
auspicious hour of martyrdom had passed, 
he achieved it,.and now languishes in 
Yeravda Jail. The work of leadership he 
deputed to an elderly Moslem, Abbas 
Tyabji—possibly because he was a Moslem, 
and thereby might suggest to the masses 
that Swaraj had the support of all 
sections of the community. In the case 
of Abbas Tyabji there was no need to 
wait, and yesterday, when he started with 
fifty-nine volunteers to raid the salt 
dépét, he was seized by the police 
at Navsari. No doubt, another leader 
will be appointed, but the bogey of 
“ Gandhiism,'” which in abler hands 
might have furnished Hindu India with 
another ._Ramayana, has been laid. 
Unfortunately, however, its aftermath 
is likely to be sufficiently serious. Calcutta, 
Delhi, Bombay, Peshawar and Sholapur 
have ‘experienced outbreaks of local fury, 
and at Sholapur and Peshawar the situa- 
tion still is simmering. - evertheless, the 
fact that Gandhi’s arrest has taken place 
without more ado is a sufficient proof 
that, at present, the people of India are 
more concerned with the approach of the 
monsoon than with political abstractions. 
In the meanwhile two important announce- 
ments have been made from London and 
Simla. Colonel Wedgwood-Benn, in the 
House of Commons, announced yesterday 
that the first volume of the Simon report, 
containing a general review of the posi- 
tion, would be published, simultaneously 
in Britain and India, on June 10th, while 
the second volume, with the Commission’s 
recommendations, would follow on June 
24th. Yesterday also the Viceroy issued 
a declaration in which he reiterated his 
statement of last November, and deplored 
the action of those enthusiasts who, by 
their misguided zeal, were hampering its 
fulfilment. We have always considered 
that the November declaration was un- 
timely, but since it was made it must be 
honoured. Lord Irwin’s promise, therefore, 
that the round-table conference in London, 
to explore plans for India’s political de- 
velopment, will start on October 20th we 
must regard as a.natura] step in the 
circumstances. Westminster and Delhi 
are committed to a definite road, but they 
may proceed along it at their own pace. 
If India is to be led to her promised goal, 
her guidance must be firm; for firmness 
is a thing that she always has understood 


and respected. 


The Fame of Vergil. 


The Italian Government has added its 
meed to the honouring of Vergil by an 
issue of postage stamps.

The designs on two other de- 
nominations recall the past glories of 
Rome and, as we may presume, indicate 
the future resurrection of that greatness. 
On one of these Áineas and Anchises ate 
represented in the under-world, watching 
the march of the proud Romans, and the 
other bears bravely Jupiter’s promise to 
Cytherea: His ego nec metas rerum nec 
tempora pono... We can conetive no 
happier compliment to the memory of a 
great man, The Roman world in which 
Vergil sang was confronted, in many 
respects, with the same problems that 
confront Italy to-day. Vergil offered his 
genius to the settlement of those problems. 
To-day Italy has no poet who can sway 
the actions of her sons as Vergil swayed 
them then, and she turns to the long-dead 
Mantuan as the greatest of her counsellors. 
Vergil, secure in his fame, needs no 
meinorial ; yet we: feel that this tribute 
to his inspiration as a poet of empire will

M. Tardieu’s election to a vacant chair 
among the forty menibers of the French 
Academy of G:stronomy suggests that there 
still lingers in France a spirit which once 
affected the councils of the civilised world. 
Long years have passed since high matters 
of State were set in order over a stoup 
of sack, To-day internation-’ questions 
are debated amid the cold austerities of 
the conference chamber. Rarely do the 
delegates of Governments meet one another 
over what Thackeray called ‘‘ the cheerful 
mahogany.’’ If, indeed, the domestic 
statesman invites the visiting statesman 
to dinner, political questions are reserved 
carefully for discussion in the morning’s 
chill. In an age when international amity 
is the ideal of administrations this in- 
hospitable tendency must be deplored. 
Under the mellowing influence of a good 
dinner the most obdurate of statesmen 
cannot fail to relax and to become com- 
placent. Hence we regard this tribute to 
M. Tardieu’s gastronomic qualities as an 
omen of a more friendly spirit in 
European politics. M. Tardieu has been 
honoured highly; for we perceive that the 
qualifications for membership of this ex- 
ceedingly exclusive academy are “ good 
reputation, wit and good digestion '— 
three qualities that in themselves are 
almost sufficient to constitute the perfect 
man. A circle of forty members chosen 
for these accomplishments from a country 
that boasts itself to be the fountain-head 
of wit—as it certainly is the home of 
gastronomy—must be witty indeed, and 
their digestions must be almost incredibly 
sound. 


THIRD NATIONAL 
LOAN. 


RECEPTION IN THE 
COUNTRY. 


We have received the following state- 
ment from the Minister for Finance of the 
Irish Free State :— 

‘Information is now to hand regarding 
the reception of the third National Loan 
in the country during the first day on 
which it was available for subscription, 
and the results are such as to surprise 
even those who have never doubted the 
success of the issue. The amount known 
to have been applied fur up to the close 
of banking business on Monday (which 
covers only Saturday's applications in the 
country banks) is considerably in excess 
of the total amount subscribed during the 
first two days’ business in the case of the 
second National Loan (evca after 
allowance is made for the fact that the 
present issue is larger than its 
predecessor). 

‘*A notable feature has been the number 
of large subscriptions received from trad- 
ing firms, insurance companies, and Con- 
tinental banks and financial houses, 
indicating that it is the considered opinion 
of these shrewd investors that the loan 
will be as great a success as the first and 
second National Loans have proved. Their 
decision to place their applications with- 
out delay and avoid being shut out by the 
early closing of the lists is an example 
which the Irish investor would do well 
to follow, 

“ In London, also, the terms of the 
issue have been favourably received, and 
in financial circles the opinion is expressed 
that. the issue should be over-subscribed. 
In commenting on the terms The Times 
drew attention to the satisfactory financial 
position and high credit enjoyed by the 
Saorstat, the Budget being balanced and 
the total dead-weight debt actually less 
than one year’s tax revenue—‘ a rare and 
happy condition.’ ”’

THE CHURCH AND SOCIALISM. 


Mr. KR. J. Kerr read a paper on 
* Socialism’ at the meeting of the College 
Theological Society, held last night in Trinity 
College, Dublin. The Rev. W. E. Vandeleur, 
M.A., presided, and there was a large attend- 
ance. 

Mr. Kerr dealt at length with the subject 
of Socialism, and said that he thought he 
had shown that the main principles of 
Socialism were not antagonistic to the prin- 
ciples of Christianity. The Church, he 
believed, should do what she could to change 
the ‘social organisation, which was based on 
the assumption of individual rights and 
clashing interests, to one based on a sense of 
social duty and spiritual union. ‘‘I think,” 
he added, “ that. the Church should welcome 
every sustained effort in this direction, such 
as Socialism, trade unionism and co-operation, 
by supplementing what is incomplete in them 
and by supplanting what is wrong. I believe 
that a brighter social future for democracy 
would be the result. There is no doubt that 
since the war a very small percentage of the 
population has enormously increased its 
wealth as compared with the great 
mass of the people. The Socialists 
deny the right of a new aristocracy, 
or any other aristocracy. to monopolise 
the good things of life. They in- 
sist that the well-being of the race depends 
upon a more equitable division of. the pro- 
ducts of labour. The disinherited of this 
world are now vocal, and we cannct remain 
silent. 

“I believe, therefore, that the Church 
should welcome this movement. It is, of 
course, a political moverent, and there are 
some who hold that the Church should stand 
aloof from politics. I do not hold with this 
view, and I think that a short time ago this 
House, by a majority, decided against it.” 

At the close a vote of thanks was passed, 
on the motion of Mr. J. Butler, seconded by 
Mr. T. D. D. Mayes, and supported by Mr. 
James Aughmuty.

In compliance with Senator Borah’s 
request, Mr. Stimson, the Secretary of 
State, and the head of the American 
Delegation at the Naval Conference, is 
the first witness at the hearing of the 
Naval Treaty by the Foreign ations 
Committee of the Senate. 

The room was crowded wien the 
Secretary of State began his evidence. 

Describing the treaty as ‘‘ epochal,’ 
Mr. Stimson gave details of it, and 
described it as a long step towards peace. 

EXAMPLE TO WORLD PEACE. 

He informed the Committee that the 
ratification would cad British and 
American navel competition, and set a 
notable example to world peace. gá 

Mr. Stimson referred to the failure of 
the Geneva Conference and the British 
Labour Government’s desire to accomplish 
more than the Conservatives had 
previously done for a naval agreement. 

He said: ‘‘ Great Britain is not build- 
ing against us. The British Delegation 
was subjected to some of the severest 
criticism during the negotiations.’’ 

PARITY IN FACT AND IN NAME. 

Mr. Stimson spoke for more than an 
hour before he was subjected to any 
hostile interruption. 

Senator Johnson asked him 
whether the time arrived for 
questions. 

Mr. Stimson replied: “ not yet,’’ and 
completed his statement. 

Hammering the committee table, as he 
concluded, Mr. Stimson declared that the 
treaty had achieved British-Americap 
parity, in fact, as well as in name.

CAPTURED SALT SOLD TO

Although there has been no raid on the 
salt dépét at Dharsana, owing to the 
arrest of Abbas Tyabji and his voluntecrs, 
the first actual raid on a salt dépét in 
India has, nevertheless, been carried out 
to-day, according to a message from the 
Maharashtra Satyagraha Committee. 

Two batches of 75 volunteers each 
raided the salt dépéts at Shiroda this 
morning, and they are described as having 
had everything their own way until the 
arrival of the police half-an-hour later. 

A large number of villagers were in- 
terested spectators of the raid. 

When the police arrived on the scene 
both batches of raiders were arrested. Th 
leaders and volunteers were detained in 
custody by the police inspector, and the 
others were subsequently released. 

Meanwhile another group of volunteers 
came up and removed large quantities cf 
salt. 

Finally the district Superintendent of 
Police and the district magistrate made 
their appearance, and 65 more volunteers 
were arrested. In all some 400 maunds 
of salt were removed by the. raiders from 
the dépóts. 

The villagers bought the salt on the

“THE PRESS AND 
GANDHI. 


LEAKAGE OF STATE 
SECRETS. 


WHY JOURNALISTS WERE 
QUESTIONED. 


——F— 


‘The recent announcement by three 
English newspapers of the impending 
arrest of Gandhi was discussed in the 
form of question and answer in the House 
of Commons yesterday. 

The Attorney-General (Sir William 
Jowitt) answered two questions dealing 
with the interrogation of a journalist. by 
a police officer. He said that under the 

cial Secrets Act it is an offence for 
any person in the service -of the Crown 
who possesses any confidential informa- 
tion acquired as a Crown servant to 
convey it to. any other person not in the 
service. Under Section 6-of the Official 
Secrets Act, 1920, where there appears to 
be ground for suspecting that oath a dis- 
closure has taken place, any person may 
be required to give to a chief officer of 
the police, designated for that purpose, 
all the information in his power relating 
to the source of a statement, and in 
default of full disclosure becomes guilty 
of an offence. 

This vffence, he said, differs funda- 
mentally from an ordinary charge. There 
a person who is accused, or suspected, of 
an offence is under no obligation to say 
anything, and may consequently rightly 
resent interrogation. In the matter of the 
recent communication here the person is 
not accused of any offence, but an offence 
if—and only if—he does not comply with 
the statutory duty of giving all the infor- 
mation in his power, 


WHY ACTION WAS TAKEN. 

This drastic power-should, in my view, 
be used sparingly, and only where serious 
issues are involved. On Thursday, May 
Ist, there appeared in three newspapers 
statements to the effect that Gandhi's 
immediate arrest had been decided on. 
The Prime Minister informed me that he 

»k the view that in the existing Indian 
situation this was a gravely serious pub- 
lication, from which tragic consequences 
might have ensued. I- considered that 
there was ground. for suspecting a leak 
of confidential information, either .in 
India or here. The published statement 
contained the following information :'— 
‘“Bx Our POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT.”’ 

“The Government of India is preparing, 
I understand... to take decisive action 
against Gandhi. His arrest is to be 
expected at any time. The matter is 
entirely within the province of the 
Government of India. Nevertheless, the 
latter has taken the precaution of ascer- 
taining the views of the Home Govern- 
ment before moving. ‘The British Govern- 
ment has decided to support the Viceroy 
and his advisers. The matter was reviewed 
at some length at yesterday’s meeting of 
the Cabinet, and the conclusion was 
reached with natural regret.’’ 

I would point out, said. the Attorney 
General, that by this leakage the task of 
the. Viceroy and his advisers might have 
been thwarted at every stage. . Accord- 
ingly, acting under my instructions, the 
Director of Public Prosecutions instructed 
a chief officer of the police to attend the 
offices of the three newspapers in question 
for the purpose of demanding from the 
editors any information in their posses- 
sion regarding the suspected leakage of 
the information. 


NEWSPAPER ATTITUDE. 

The editors of two of the newspapers 
gave assurances that the | information 
which formed the basis of the statement 
had not been obtained from any improper 
sourc®, The acting editor 6f-the third 
newspaper—an.. extract from “whose 
columns I have read to the House-—after 
expressing regret for the publicction of 
the report, gave the name of his political 
correspondent as being the person who 
furnished the information. The police 
officials, on my directions, then got in 
touch with this correspondent on the 
telephone, and arranged with him that he 
should be interviewed at his private 
house, as he particularly desired to avoid 
any publicity. The House would not 
desire me to make any statement as to the 
extent or nature of the information I have 
received, nor would it be proper to do so. 

It is the fact that my right hon. friend. 
the Home Secretary, had made a state- 
ment—the purport of which, I should 
have thought, sufficiently obvious—that 
the home Government would not dissociate 
itself from any action which the Viceroy 
might find it necessary to take; but I 
should like to take this opportunity of 
denying a statement which has apparently 
found credence in some quarters—namely, 
that our inquiries have revealed the fact 
that a Cabinet Minister disclosed informa- 
tion relating to the intentions of the 
Indian Government to arrest Gandhi, or 
disclosed information that there had been 
consultations between the two Govern- 
ments. These statements are completely 


untrue. 
TWO OBSERVATIONS. 


With regard to the incident now under 
consideration, I desire to make two further 
observations :— 

(1). I have every reason to believe that 
the police conducted their inquiries with tact 
and consideration, and in this I am con- 
firmed by a letter from the journalist con- 
cerned, which appears in to-day’s Press. 

(2). I do not contemplate further proceed- 
ings, nor do I consider it in the public in- 
terest to say more than this—that I shall 
do my utmost to close any source of leakage 
which may exist, and in so doing I shall 
hope to. receive the co-operation of the Press 
as a whole. 


A SERIOUS LEAKAGE. 

Sir William Davison asked whether the 
practice of Cabinet discussions, being re- 
ferred to outside rties or members of 
bodies outside the House no longer obtained, 
whether Cabinet decisions were secret, and 
whether the Prime Minister could say that 
any leakage must have occurred through the 
Cabinet or the Cabinet Secretariat. 

The Prime Minister—I can assure the 
hon. member that that is so. Every Cabi- 
net, at any rate, recently, has suffered from 
leakages—sometimes irnocent, sometimes 
otherwise. But no one would éver 
take the trouble to pat any 
action into operation unless the leakage. was 
a very serious one from the point of view 
of national affairs. That was what happened 
the other day, very much tc my regret, 

Asked by Mr. W. J. Brown (Lab., West 
Wolverhampton; whether it was perfectly 
clear that the leakage was not from any Civil 
Service quarter, Mr. Macdonald replied :— 
“ There is no doubt at all, so far as in- 
formation is concerned, that there was no 
leakage in that sense at all. It was con- 
struction,. But that construction, in the 
circumstances of Wednesday and Thursday, 
is just about as bad as it possibly can be, 
sal as culpable.”” (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Bracken (Conservative, Paddington 
North) asked whether the Lobby. journalist 
only made a proper inference from certain 
general statements made to him, and whether 
the Viceroy supplied correspondents of various 
newspapers with ‘advanced information:

PROGRESS SINCE JANUARY. 


Mr. Henderson, the British Foreign 
Secretary, receiving the. international 
journalists this evening, spoke of the 
progress of the League's work in the 
various areas of its activities, and the im- 
provement in international relations since 
he was in Geneva last January. 

He mentioned in this connection, among 
other matters, the ratification of the 
optional clause to the Statutes of the 
Court of International Justice by Great 
pritai.. and the Dominions. He further 
alluded favourably to the work of 
the Committee which dealt wit’: the 
amendment of certain articles uf the 
League Covenant, so as to bring it into 
harmony with the Paris Pact. 


THE LONDON CONFERENCE. 

He also referred to the recent proceed- 
ings of the Comm.ttee on Arbitration and 
Security, and expressed satisfaction: with 
the draft convention for financial assist- 
ance to victims of aggression, and re- 
gretted that there was not unanimity in 
the Committee as regards the model 
treaty for strengthening the means of pre- 
venting war. 

Referring to the London Naval Confer- 
ence, he said that there had been a fair 
measure of success, although they had not 
reached what they had set out to achieve. 
But progress must be slow in such 
matters. “ We must count in years, and 
not in weeks.” 


SIGNOR GRANDI’'S SPEECH. 

Alluding to Signor Grandi’s recent 
speech in the Italian Chamber of Deputies 
in reference to disarmament, Mr. Hender- 
son said that he agreed with that speech. 
and added that, in view of the present 
position of that question, it would not 
have been wise to convene the Preparatory 
Committee on Disarmament this summer 

Both Signor Grandi and M. Briand 
could count on his support in their 
efforts to reach a settlement of the naval 
problem. 

In his conversation with M. Briand in 
Paris last Friday, Mr. Henderson said 
that he had made that offer of support, 
and to-day he had reason to feel that 
those offers had beén received. 


ANGLO-EGYPTIAN RELATIONS. 

As regards the recent Anglo-Egyptian 
negotiations, replying to a question put 
by Reuter’s Correspondent, Mr. “HR an 
son said that although no treaty had been 
signed as the outcome of those negotia- 
tions, still the relations with the Egyptian 
Government were friendly, and he felt 
that that Government would not remain 
long in the present position, but would 
resume negotiations, which he hoped 
would reach a satisfactory settlement of 
the Sudan difficulty.

DATES OF PUBLICATION, 


Mr. Wedgwood Benn, Secretary for India, 
replying to a number of questions as to the 
date of the publication of the report of the 
Simon Commission yesterday, told the House

FIVE’ DISTINCT 
STAGES. 


The programme laid down for dealing with 
the problem of India--the most important and 
dificult, problem that confronts the British 
Government — is steadily taking shape, 
remarks 7'he Times editorially. 

Mr. Benn announced yesterday the precise 
dates in June when the report of the Statutory 
Commission is to be published in its two 
volumes, separated by a fortnight’s interval. 
Yesterday also the Viceroy © confirmed the 
news that the round table conference—-be- 
tween His Majesty's Government, the British 
Indian representatives, and the delegates from 
the Indian .States—is to meet on or about 
October 20. Thus there is to be a period of 
four months in which the former document 
may be digested in this country, to which it 
is primarily addressed, before the discussion 
with the spokesmen of India which is to pre- 
cede‘ any decisions. by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. 

It has become the fashion among Indian 
politicians in these days to disparage the 
report by comparison with the Conference— 
as though the one were, in some sense, an 
alternative superseding the other, and uo 
doubt phrases have been used in England, 
both in the Parliamentary debates of last 
autumn and elsewhere, which might be 
twisted in support of their view. They may 
usefully be reminded, therefore, at this 
moment that it was Sir John Simon himself 
who took the initiative in putting forward the 
project of the Conference, ‘and that no Con- 
ference could possibly be of any value, so far 
as the British public is concerned, which was 
not based upon an informed appreciation of 
the. state of India, compiled by their chosen 
emissaries, | 


FIVE DISTINCT STAGES. 


As matters stand now, there are five 
distinct stages ahead of us in the process of 
reviewing and revising the Indian Constitu- 
tion—namely : 

1. The report of the Statutory Commission ; 

2. A free discussion with the representatives 
of India ; 

3. The formulation of proposals by the 
Imperial Government, whether before or after ; 

(4) The deliberations of a Joint Parlia- 
mentary Committee; and, finally, 

(5) The legislative approval of Parliament 
itself, with which the ultimate responsibility 
remains. 

Each stage has its own essential place in 
the process, and the report is inevitably the 
basis and the starting-point of them all. 
There can be no doubt at all that His 
Majesty’s Government and the Government: 
of India are absolutely right in. standing 
firmly by their programme. They have not 
been deflected from it (as the Viceroy points 
out in the iwpressive statement which is 
published this morning) by the “unhappy 
events” of the last three weeks. They have 
resisted the temptation to press for the com- 
pletion of the as, ain as a sop to clamour, 
and, on the other hand, to postpone the Con- 
ference for a day beyond the period needed 
for preparation. 

Unquestionably this orderly sequence of 
events, showing neither precipitancy nor 
delay, provides the best possible answer to 
the feverish anarchy which has been set in 
motion by a minority of Indian politicians. 

But the Viceroy himself makes it plain 
that constructive work is impossible so long 
as tumult and disorder prevail. The pro- 
Bgramme stands, but the. anarchists them- 
selves will deprive it of any fruitful con- 
sequences unless it is possible first "to 
restore in the eyes of the world the good 
name of India for sanity and respect for 
constituted authority.”

STORMY LABOUR MEETING. 


The Malta Correspondent of Zhe Times 
telegraphed yesterday:—Shortly after the 
publication of the joint. Pastoral the Execu- 
tive of the Labour Party sent deiegates tc 
ascertain from Archbishop Caruana (Bishop 
of Malta) under what conditions he. would 
lift the ban on the party. The conversations 
elicited the response that he would only do 
this under the following conditions :—Labour 
must not use the red flag; must dissociate 
itself from -Lord Strickland’s party, and 
expres regret for its past actions, especially 
the resolution of July 25 last. 

There was a stormy delegate meeting of 
the party yesterday, when the majority of 
the speakers condemned even the principle 
involved. The meeting adjourned until next 
Sunday. 

The Labour resolution referred to above 
was moved as an urgent matter in the 
Legislative Assembly y Dr. Boffa, the 
Labour leader. It was worded as follows :— 
“The House deplores Cardinal Gasparris 
communications, and the action taken in 
pursuance thereof, which has reopened and 
accentuated the unfortunate tension between 
the civil and ecclesiastical authorities, which 
the House had confidently hoped would ba 
definitely removed to the satisfaction of all 
parties concerned, in the interests both cf 
Church and State, as a result of the visit ol 
the Apostolic delegate.” 

The resolution, which further asserted the 
exclusive right of Pariiament to provide for 
the administration of purely civil affairs, was 
passed by 17 votes to 12.

shortly after noon. This was escorted to 
the city boundary by a number of Civie 
Guards in a motor car. Outside Inchicoze 
the ’bus was beyond the jurisdiction of 
the Dublin Metropolitan Civie Guards, 
and went on its way unmolested. “>” 

Another 'bus for Limerick left Dublin 
at 4 p.m., while later on there were ‘buses 
to New Ross, Sherceck, Kilkenny and 
Tullamore, It is expected that a consicer- 
ably larger number of ’buses will be placed 
on the road to-day, 


NO IMMEDIATE CONFERENCE, 


On inquiry at the Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, an /rish 
Times representative was informed that 
the Government had been, and was still, 
keeping in touch with both parties, with a 
view. to bringing them together. So far, 
however, nothing has been done by way 
of negotiations between the I1.0.C, and 
its late employés. There is an absolute 
deadlock at the moment, and the 
atmosphere does not seem to lend itself 
to conference. 

There is every prospect that the Trish 
Omnibus Company will decline to accept 
the offer of intervéntion which has been 
made by the Free State Department of 
Industry and Commerce.

EXTRA £3,000 A YEAR.

The new scale includes such concessions 
as holidays with pay, and also travelling 
passes for drivers and conductors; £5 a 
year bonus for drivers keeping their cars 
free from accident ; bonus for the economic 
use of petrol, and bonus for working rush 


periods. 
APPLICANTS FOR VACANCIES. 


At the company’s head offices, D'Olier 
street, Dublin, yesterday, there were again 
large numbers of applicants for the 
vacancies created by the men who went 
on strike. The last hour at which men on 
strike could apply for re-instatement was 
10 a.m. yesterday, but none niade applica- 
tion, and the company remains firm in 
the decision that not one of the strikers 
will be re-employed. 

People who had travelled to Dublin by 
1.0.C. ‘buses and found .: themselves 
stranded in consequence of the stoppage, 
yesterday had their return tickets made 
available for the railway, which they were 
glad to utilise. 

Pickets were engaged outside the head 
office, dépét and garage of the Irish 
Omnibus Company in Dublin yesterday, 
but beyond shouting ‘‘Strike on here,”’ 
they created no disturbance. 

At the Dublin headquarters of the 
National Union of Railwaymen,; an Irish 
Times representative was informed that 
the intervention of the Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce would be 
useless unless the company agreed sto 
recognise the N.U.R.

NEW LEADER OF INDIAN 


“ DISOBEDIENCE.” 

Mrs. Sarojini Naidu, who has succeeded 
Abbas Tyabji in the leadership of the 
campaign of civil disobedience in India. 
was educated in England—at Kings 
College, London, and Girton College, 
Cambridge—and has spent a large part of 
her life in that country. She is described 
by those who have met her as a woman of 
great beauty and charm, with an air of 
mysticism.

SITUATION WELL UNDER 
CONTROL. 


A telegram from the Government of 
India, containing an appreciation of the 
general situation as they saw iton Sunday, 
which was issued last night, states that 
the salt campaign has now been definitely 
abandoned in some provinces and elsewhere 
continues, except, perhaps, in Bombay 
Presidency, in desultory manner only.

THE ENORMOUS ROLL OF

There was, a very large attendance of 
delegates at the annual Conference of the 
National Chamber of Trade, which was 
opened in the Wellington Hall, Belfast, 
yesterday. | 
A civic welcome was extended to the 
visitors by the Lord Mayor of Belfast, who 
was accompanied by the High Sheriff of the 
city, Councillor James McKinney, J.P.; the 
President.of the Belfast Chamber of Trade, 
Sir Frederick Cleaver; Mr. 8, Dunlop, and 


others. 
PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

Alderman E. B. Lewis, J.P., Oxford, in his 
presidential address, said that while there 
were in employment to-day more than in pre- 
war days, the enormous roll of persons who 
were without regular employment was alarm- 
ing. They were, to a large extent, recruited 
from the great staple industries which were 
largely dependent on the export trade, which 
was now experiencmg almost unprecedented 
difficulties in recovering lost und in the 
world’s markets, They all desired to see 
fostered in the highest degree trade within 
the Empire. That idea was necessarily related 
to considerations of world trade as well, and 
they must keep in mind that it was by their 
exports that they lived and maintained their 
great staple trades. While as distributors 
they wished to sell British goods, they had 
to meet the challenge of prices. 

In their annual report there was a sug- 
gestion that the retailer was not passing on 
to the consumer the total value of the fall 
in wholesale prices, and that in consequ nce 
consumption was retarded and production 
kept down in an exceedingly large ranze of 
products. To-day retail prices were fixed by 
manufacturers themselves. The complaint of 
manufacturers’ spokesmen about the relative 
fall in prices was calculated-to convoy a 
wrong impression to the public. 

GROWING EXPENDITURE. 

The Chamber’s protest against nationalisa- 
tion and their faith in the -of Nations 
were recorded. The crux of the. financial 
situation of the country lay in the growth and 
enormous advance in expenditure, due in 
large measure to the commitments of al! 
parties in the appeal for the pop 


pular vote. 
He thought that the most profound gravity 
lay in the apparent impossibility to stem the 
rushing tide of expenditure. They were 
trenching on their capital - resources to 
meet the ever-increasing Gemands for sociai 
services, a process Which was already having 
a detrimental effect upon the public purchas 
ing power and on the nation’s industry and 
trade. 

The demand to have co-operative societies 
brought into line with non-co-operative 
trading concerns in regard to taxation had 
not been met. ‘The present Meade: ma! Govern- 
ment's avowed athy for. .co-aperatives 
was not likely to result in the comparative 
exemption of the societies being ended, and 
for taxation on all forms of trading to be 
made uniform. The Chamber would submit 
ta the Chancellor’s Committee on, Finance 
and Industry considerations as to the system 
of banking, with special reference to the 
needs of smaller firms. . | 

SALARIED WORKERS’ HOURS. 

Referring to the discussion of international 
regulation of hours of salaried’ workers, the 
Chairman said that the International Labour 
Office clearly was seeking to bring salaried 
workers within -the regulation of a 48-hour 
week, and was apparently anxious to experi- 
ment first with shop. assistants. 

As to municipal trading, the Chairma: 
said that he was a member of a municipai 
body. He agreéd that they had a right to 
insist that it was not an appropriate function 
of local government to engage in trading 
activities. 

Referring to ths Consumers Ccuncil Bil! 
now before the British Parliament, the Chair 
man declared that, whatevér might be said 
in favour of official negotiation with traders, 
or of statutory powers, he had no hesitation 
in saying that the scheme embodied in the 
bill went too far. It sought to impose a 
system of bureaucratic machinery which 
would disturb business and throw further 
burdens upon it without any advantage in 
the consumer. The Government announced 
that they had no intention of abusing the 
powers that they sought, but if such powers 
were given, it would be impossible to prevent 
them being abused. The bill did not apply 
to Northern Ireland:

“KENYON - SLANEY 
DIVORCE SUIT. 


JUDGE GRANTS DECREE. 


Mr. Justice Bateson, in the Divorce Court, 
London, yesterday, granted a decree nisi to 
Captain Robert Orlando Rudolph Kenyon- 
Slaney, cf Hatton Grange, Shifnal, Shrop- 
shire, on the ground that his wife, Lady 
Mary Cecilia Kenyon-Slaney, eldest daughter 
of the Duke and Duchess of Abercorn, had 
committed miscorduct with John Little 
Gilmour. 

The suit was undefended. 

Captain Kenyon-Slaney’s case was that at 
the time of the marriage he was in the Army, 
which he left in July, 1920. Up to last year 
he lived were with his wife. Last July 
he went to Norway, and his wife went to 
France with some friends. He had met Mr. 
Giimour earlier when he was with his wife. 
After his return from Norway he paid a visit 
to friends in Scotland, and his wife went to 
visit some friends of Mr. Gilmour. At the 
end of September, Captain Kenyon-Slaney 
had to go to Kenya on private business. He 
received letters irom his wife which were not 
affectionate’ When he returned he received 
a letter from his wife saying that she wished 
to marry Mr. Gilmour and that ‘she could 
not go hack to him any more. Afterwards 
she confessed that she was living with Mr. 
Gilmour 

Proof was given of misconduct at a London 
hotel. 

Mr. Justice Robson granted the decree, 
with costs, against Mr. Gilmour, and granted 
the petitioner custody of the three children 
of the marriage. 

Captain Kenyon-Slaney served with the 
Grenadier Guards in the Great War. He is 
the only son of the late Colonel W. 8. 
Kenyon-Slaney. 

Mr. Gilmour is the only son of Sir Robert 
Gordon Gilmour. In 1922 he married the 
Hon. Victoria Cadogan, youngest daughter 
of the late Viscount Chelsea. The marriage 
was dissolved last year.

OITY HALL.

EXHIBITION AT THE 
ULSTER HALL. 


Several thousand citizens assembled outside 
the City Hall, Belfast, yesterday morning to 
witness the inauguration of Beliast’s Empire 
Week. The ceremony was to have been per- 
formed by the Governor (the Duke oí 
Abercorn), who, however, contracted a chill, 
and was unable to attend. 

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

In a message; which was read by the Lord 
Mayor (Sir William Coates, Bart.), the 
Governor stated :— 

“ It is extremely interesting for me to note 
that Belfast was chosen by the Empire 
Marketing Board to lead the van of this 
great movement, and now, in 19350, you are 
holding another Empire Week, and Í would 
dsk you to translate the special activities of 
this week into a firm conviction and habit of 
purchasing Empire goods. 

A World affairs are changing very rapidly, 
and certainly since the war there is one 
aspect of this change that we in the home 
countries have learned—namely, to under 
stand and to come much! closer to our brothers 
in the Dominions and Colonies. In Ulster 
we must remember that we have many close 
family relationships with persons now residing 
overseas, and, in fact, I could say that there 
‘must be few families in Ulster who have not 
relatives living permanently in the Dominions, 
and, therefore, I would particularly ask them 
to maintain not, only the unity of relationship 
and of family feeling, but also that most 
vital unity of economic interest. 

FOREIGN BUSINESS OPPONENTS. 

“I would suggest to the Ulster people 
that when writing to their relatives ‘and 
friends overseas they would ask them what 
type of Empire produce it might be possible 
for them to purchase, and, if 
buy only from that country, bearing in mind 
that by helping those who now live in the 
far-flung confines of the Empire we shall be 
helping ourselves at home. 

. “Everyone should realise that we have 
very many keen business opponents ip 
foreign countries, but I think I am correct 
in saying that there is nothing produced in 
those countries which can better anything 
which -we can produce ourselves, and, there- 
fore, I would ask the people to lift ‘ Em- 
pire’ ‘sentiment from its theoretical aspect 
into everyday practice by, first of all, sup- 
porting our own Ulster. industries, then 
those of Great Britain, and after that the 
many admirable products which are to be 
found - within. the .Empite, and: purchase 
these only. By so doing we shall maintain 
the family sentiment of the peoples of the 
British Empire, by considering ourselves 
first and the foreigner afterwards.”

African dependencies, and Cyprus. 

THE LORD MAYOR. 

The Lord Mayor, in declaring the exhibi- 
tion open, said that from many quarters 
the Committee in charge had received warm 
encouragement, notably from the Empire 
Marketing Board, who had been most 
appreciative of the efforts put forth. It 
was pleasing to see such a large attendance 
of the citizens, who would join with him in 
extending to their kith and kin from over- 
seas and the other visitors a very hearty 
welcome. In these days of keen foreign 
competition it was up to them to support 
in every way possible British manufacture, 
and this could best be done by using only 
goods produced in some part of the British 
Empire, 

A MIGHTY INFLUENCE. 

They felt prond to belong to an Empire 
that wielded such a mighty influence in the 
progress and’ enlightenment of the world. 
They in Ulster claimed, with England, Scot- 
land and Wales, to be one of the founda- 
tion members of that great union of people 
which forms the British Empire—to “ in 
fact, part of the mother country to which 
the Dominions look as home. That was a 
privilege to which they clung with pride, 
and for which they had made, with the rest 
of the mother country, great sacrifices. 

In concluding, the Lord Mayor said that 
they must all admit that the display in that 
hall was admirable in every respect. They 
had there vividly and strikingly illustrated 
the extent to which their daily pur- 
chases could be made from the. store- 
houses of the homeland and the Dominions. 
In addition to the Exhibition, they had very 
artistic window displays in their principal 
shopping centres. He was hopeful that the 
citizens would at once respond to the Empire's 
call, remembering that ' God helps those who 
help themselves.’ 

Declaring the Exhibition open, he bespoke 
for it generous and widespread support. They 
all wished their beloved country and Empire 
to grow and increase. They wanted their 
industries to thrive and prosper. They 
wanted more work and steadier employment. 
They wanted a spirit of good-will and co- 
operation to prevail throughout, the whole 
land, and they ‘wanted to sée their people of 
every class, happy, contented and prosperous.

ADVANCE IN THE-ART OF 
HEALING.

PRAISE FOR DUBLIN 


HOSPITALS. 
IT 


An interesting address on the pete of 
modern medicine was given by Dr. Robert 
Davitt, Dublin, at the weekly luncheen 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club. yester- 


day. 

Dr. Davitt: said that the dawn of modern 
medicine took place towards the beginning of 
the sixteenth century, mainly as the result 
of the pioneer anatomical work of Leonardo 
da Vinci, the great artist and sage, and 
Andreas Vesalius. From that time on there 
was a steady advance of the greatest impor- 
tance, being the linking up of modern 
medicine with the speciai sciences. 

The physician, Dr. Davitt said, was every 
bit as much a “ specialist’ as the surgeon 
or the radiologist or the “ throat and nose '' 
doctor, but his field was: wider and more 
varied and difficult than that of his confreres 
if it was tilled to its fullest and not merely 
used for superficial grazing. Nevertheless, it 
was a se: “mó fact that surgery of any Kind 
was a far better paying proposition than 


medicine. 
BIO-CHEMISTRY. 

Physiologists, he went on, had brought 
inorganic chemistry more and more to tneir 
aid, with the result that a new 
sub-science had been found, viz., bio- 
chemistry, or the chemistry of living 
tissues. In medieval times, no matter what 
was wrong with the patient, the ‘leeches ”’ 
promptly Ruel his arm and removed about a 
pint of his blood. Nowadays, when one fell 
sick, the bio-chemical physician pushed a 
sterilised needle into a vein in ones arm 
and took away a test-tubeful of blood. But 
the difference lay not only in the quantity 
taken, but im the underlying reason. In 
former times it was routine treatment; now 
it is a diagnostic procedure. 

Bio-chemistry. said Dr. Davitt, had pro- 
vided the means of investigating more fully 
all the secretions and excretions of the body. 
But if the bio-chemist had been active, so 
also has been his brother, the bacteriologist, 
the gentleman who; as the Cockney said, 
““Mucks abaht with those ‘ere Germans.” 
So it was that now we had a serum treat- 
ment which had robbed diphtheria of nearly 
all, and tetanus of many of its terrors, and 
had latterly daunted the scarlatinal invader. 

X-rays had added greatly to our knowledge 
of many conditions, though they were not, 
as some of the laity thought, the be-all and 
the end-all of diagnosis. They had also heen 
used with some success in the treatment of 
certain conditions, especially some skin 
diseases. In this connection also might he 
mentioned the ultra-violet-ray lamps. 

The physicist had come to our aid with 
the introduction of the-‘‘string-calvarometer,”’ 
or electrocardiograph, an expensive electrical 
piece of apparatus which had proved of im- 
mense value in the study of diseases of the 
heart, and important advances had been made 
in many other directions. 

Diabetes now could be _ controlled--ard 
often cured—since insulin was discovered a 
few years ago by Banting, of Toronto. Perni- 
cious anemia, until lately considered in- 
variably fatal, was now amenable to treat- 
ment since the recent work of Minat and 
Murphy in America on liver feeding etc. 
Syphilis, a form of venereal disease, 
which used to _ out-rival Jeprosy in 
its hideous’ effects. now  could_ be 
cured completely if taken in time. 
Leprosy itself had had to admit defeat at 
last, and was gradually being brought under 
therapeutic control. Cancer still reared its 
ugiv head undaunted, but tuberculosis. 
though still active, had lost ground grvativ 
during the last half century, and, it was 
hoped. would lose still more ground. 


PROGRESS OF PUBLIC HEALTH. 

Dealing with preventive medicine or the 
science of public health, Dr. Davitt said that 
it had a great many achievements to its 
credit, as the enormous decrease in the 
number of epidemics showed. Twenty-five 
years ago it was not uncommon to find an 
average of ten tu fifteen cases of typhoid in 
any Dublin hospital at any given.time. Now 
it was rare to have more than one or two 
in the year. 

The greatest future lav with the science 
uí public health. Prevention was better than 
cure, and public health aimed at the elimina- 
tion of the causes of disease. 

However, ‘‘ one shuddered to think of what 
would happen if these aims were realised 
one-hundred per cént., and all disease was 
wiped out. In the first place the world 
would be hopelessly overcrowded, so that 
wars would be a weekly necessity as a means 
of keeping down the teeming population. 
Unemployment would be twenty times worse 
than it is, healthy-looking people would he 
so commonplace that a sickly appearance 
would be all the fashion, and—greatest 
calamity of all—there would be no living for 
the poor doctor.” (Laughter. } 

SPECIALISATION A DISADVANTAGE ? 

It was obvious that these recent improve- 
ments in our knowledge had resulted in more 
detailed investigation of the different ills to 
which the flesh was heir, and, consequently, 
in a big addition to the diagnostic armamen- 
tarium of the up-to-date clinical hospital. An 
obscure medical case might need a week, or 
even a fortnight, for investigation before a 
definite diagnosis was made. During that 
time the help of the bio-chemist, the bacterio- 
logist «nd the radiologist might have to 
be sought. It followed also that the cost 
of proper equipment of the modern hospital 
was far greater than it used to be, a fact 
of which the public were, perhaps, unaware. 

A question that might be pertinently asked 
was: “Has the modern trend of medicine 
been of :eally great benefit to the patient, or 
has it militated ir any way against him? Over- 
specialisation in the branches of any one 
parsuit often tended to result in disarticula- 
tion of the whole. 

In the big foreign cities, with their heavily 
endowed hospitals and medical schools, 
specialisation was carried out to such a de- 
gree that, as far as the patient was concerned, 
it might be a disadvantage. A man entered 
the ward of the hospital, sick; he was 
promptly examined by the cardiologist, who 
wrote his report on the heart and blood- 
vessels. Then the gastro-enterologist took 
him in hand; then the neurologist examined 
his nervous system, the laryngologist his nose 
and throat, and so on. At the end of a week 
or so there was a sheaf of reports on his 
chart, but the unfortunate man had nobody 
attending him whom he really could call his 
doctor. 


DUBLIN HOSPITALS PRAISED. 

Here in Dublin we were undoubtedly be- 
hind some other cities in clinical research 
work, owing chiefly to lack of facilities due 
to shortage of money. 
' “But,” said Dr. Davitt, “I can safely 
say that more consideration is paid to the 
human side of the relations between patient 
and doctor than in most other countries in 
the world. (Hear, hear.) Not the least im- 
portant element in the success of a particular 
treatment is the liking that a patient has for 
his physician. He prefers to be known as 
Paddy Murphy than as case No. 459! 

“ At the same time, our Dublin hospitals 
have heen brouget up to date, and 
will, I hope, continue to keep so. 
If we can keep pace with the richer 
cities in modern methods and equipment 
and at the same time maintain our old 
tradition of looking on the patient as a 
human being, first and last, Dublin will have 
every reason to be proud of its hospitals.”’ 
( Ag )

BISHOP’S FIRST VISIT TO 
TRINITY COLLEGE. 

The Right Rev. Dr. Peacocke, Bishop of 
Derry, presided at the annual meeting of 
the Colonial and Continental Society (Irish 
Auxiliary), which was held yesterday after- 
noon in the Gregg Hall, Dublin. There was 
a large attendance. 

COMMITTEE’S REPORT 

The Committee reported .that the year's 
work had shown S&teady progress. There 
was a steady increase in the amounts received 
from ‘‘ Log-Hut Boxes.’’ The receipts for 
the year were £2,485, as compared to £2,547 
last year, the small decrease was accounted 
for by the falling off in receipts from 
legacies. 

In the death of the Bishop of Kilmore, 
one of their Vice-Patrons, the Auxiliary had 
sustained a serious loss. 

The Committee had received with deep 
regret the resignation of the Organising 
Secretary, the Rev. H. J. Macready Bryan, 
on his appointment to the pen of Killoran 
and Achonry. They had been fortunate in 
securing the services of the Rev. Cecil 
Price, B.D., of Vancouver, who hoped to 
take up work in October. The Committee 
faced another year with renewed courage. 
Many of the children of the Irish Church 
were, year by year, joining the ranks of 
Empire builders, and were to be found in all 
quarters of the globe. They believed that 
they had an important contribution to make, 
not only to the Empire, but to the great 
catholic Church of the future. 

The chairman said that the Society was 
doing a great work for the Church, great 
work for the Empire, and was a great help 
to foreign missions. It had tremendous cla.ms 
upon them. They welcomed very heartily 
the Bishop of Tanganyika, who was an 
Australian, and who had come to speak to 


them. 
DR. CHAMBERS. 

The Rt. Rev. Dr. G. A. Chambers, | 
of Central Tanganyika, who was receive 
with applause, said that his first day in their 
beautiful isle had been a great jos an 
rivilege to him. He had been through 
Árrinity College that morning. When in 
Australia, he could never understand it, when 
the Irish talked about 'Trinity College with 
such affection ‘and reverence, but having 
been there that morning he could quite 
understand it. He probably should have to 
talk to his wife, when he met her again, 
about sending their two sons to Trinity 
College. (Applause.) : 

Dr. Chambers then went on to describe the 
work which the Society was doing in the 
diocese in Tanganyika, which, he said, was 
a diocese of great need and great 
possibilities. It was seven times the size of 
Ireland, yet there was no church for white 
people there. He toured through the 
country and gathered Europeans together, 
and held services in police courts and other 
places. Congregations numbered from 6 to 
50. In one tour, with his chaplain, seven 


The Feis Ceoil opened in Dublin yesterday, 
This is the thirty-fourth year of the series,
